Bromley, long the indefatigable division Agent 
between Salt Lake City and Green river, on 
the Eastern overlawa route, bas been author- 
ized to proceed northward to lay out the new 
route and to establish the way stations. Yes 
terday, accompanied by two assistants Mr. 
Bromley started on bis important mission in 
fine style. The outfit consisted of a splendid 
and handsomely decorated coach drawn by 
six mules. Mr. Bromley’s business will be to 
go over the route, examine the face of the 
country, and lay out a road by the nearest and 
most practicable route. This being done he 


" will return and establish stations preparatory 


to putting on the stock. Of course it is as yet 
undetermined exactly the route on which the 
line will be located ; whether by Box Elder. 
crossing the lower Bear river ferry, thence 
over the divide into Marsh valley and down 
the Portneuff to the Snake, or via Cache 
valley. Soda Springs and thence to Rickards 
ferry on the Snake. We understand it is the 
mission of Mr. Bromley to examine both these 
rontes, and make his selection in accordance 
with the character of the country to be tra- 
versed and the wants of the people along the 
line and at either terminus. A more compe- 
tent gentleman for this respousible task could 
not well bave been selected, and we await Lis 
report confident in the wisdom and justice of 
the selection he may make. 

Mr. Bromley expects to get through to Vir- 
ginia City in about ten days. when he will re. 
turn to comp ' ete his preparatory labors of estal - 
lishing and stocking the line. The distance to 
Virginia City is in the neighborbood of four 
hundred mijea—in the main. over a level aod 
slightly nadulating plain. Itis not doubted 
that the coaches, when once ranning, will 
make the throng trip easily in four days. 

The importance of the establishment of a 
tri-weekly line of stage coaches traversing 
what is now an almost desert waste. cannut br 
over-estimated. Inlependent of the advan 
tages to the people of Bannack, in the early 
and regular receipt of news and letters from
